A BRAVE GASHIER 


‘Refases to Throw Up His Hands When 


Ordered to Do So 
AND 18 SHOT BY ONE OF THE ROBBERS. 


Attempt to Rob the Keystone Bank 
at Erie, Pa. 


THE ROBBERS FRIGHTENED AWAY, 


Are Pursued and Safely Lodged in Ja-

Erie, Penn., October 3.—Great excitement 
was caused in Erie today by a daring at- 
tempt to rob the Keystone national bank. 
It was about 12:30 o'clock this afternoon 
and uo customers were in the bank. As- 
sistant Cashier Kepler and Clerk Charles 
Liebel were busy balancing their books and 
counting money and checks, when sudden- 
ly a quartet of tough looking strangers 
burst into the room, revolvers in hand. 
The strangers took positions at each of the 
windows around the desks within, and 


pointing their revolvers at the heads of 


the two clerks told them to throw up their 
hands. 

Instead of doing as directed, the cash- 
ier snatched up a paper weight and was 
about dealing the fellow nearest him a 
blow on the head, when two shots were fir- 
ed by the intruders. One of the bullets 
struck Kepler in the left cheek, inflicting a 
serious but not dangerous wound. The 
young man fell fainting to the floor and the 
robbers becoming frightened, ran from the 
bank and fled up Eighth street. 

The shooting attracted a crowd and a 
number of citizens\gave chase. The rob- 
bers finding the persQit too hot, turned on 
their pursuers and opened fire, but fortun- 
ately no one was injured. Finally Special 
Officer William Dierel overtook the des- 
peradoes and with a drawn revolver, com- 
manded them to surrender. The answer 
was a shot from a huge army revolver. As 
Officer Dierel was in the act of returnng 
the fire, the four men thought better of 
it and gave themselves up.

His Last Visit to Atianta.

It seemed that day as if the 
heart of the multitude was actually on 
fire and when that superb old cavalier, 
Genera) Longstreet, appeared on the plat- 
form, with his battered sword dangling 
from his belt, the very air was uplifted by 
the shout of the multitude us it rose from 
their midst and floated out to the oaks 
that flaunted their foliage over the battle 
field beyond the city. 

It was during the month of May and 
mot a cloud obscured the firmament.. The 
schools were deserted of their pupils and 
the children went out over the city to rob 
the flower gardens and the green honses. 
They worked the blossoms thus gathered 
into garlands that seemed to pilfer their 
own fresh young beauty, and running in 
advance of the horses, they showered their 
tribute of childhood along the path of the 
procession. 

Mothers wept around the platform and 
fathers looked on in a mist of revery that 
seemed to lose their souls in the past. 
Suddenly the musical voice of Hienry Grady, 
went out to hear of the multitude, and 
stirred the bosom of the gathered svuldiery 
with a feeling too deep for plaudits. It 
glowed with the fervor of the noonday 
sun and seemed to catch its beauty from 
the calendar, that hung its drapery upon 
the trees. 

Henry Grady’s Welcome. 
| Mr Grady turned to Mr. Davis and said:— 
It is good, sir, for you to be here. 


Other leaders have had their triumphs, | 


conquérors have worn crowns, and honors 
have been piled on the victors of carth's 
great battles, but never yet, ir, came man 
to more loving people. Never conqueror 
wore prouder diadem than the deatbless 
love that crowns your gray hairs today. 
Never king inhabited more tplendid palace 
than the millions of brave hearts in which 
your dear name and fame are forever 
enshrined. Speaking to you, sir, as the son 
of a confederate soldier who sealed his 
devation with his life,—holding kinship 
through his blood to you snd yours,—stand- 
ing midway between the thinning ranks of 
his old comrades whose faltering footsteps 


, are turned towards the grave, and the new 


generation thronging eagerly to take the 
work that falls anfinisoad from their 
hantis,—here fs the auspicious present 
across which the historic past salutes a 
glorious future,—let me pledge you that the 
love we bear you shall transmitted to our 
children and our children’s shildren, and that 
generations yet unborn shall in this’ fair 
land hold your memory sacred ond point 
with pride to your lofty and stainless life. 
My countrymen (turning to the crowd), let 
us teach the lesson in this old pian's life 
that defeat hath its glory. Let us declare 
that this outeast from the privileges of 
this great government is the uncrowned 
king of your people and that no southern 
man, highor humble, desires a greater 
glory than to bear with him heart to heart, 
the blame and the burdon of the cause 
for which he stands unpardoned. In dig- 
mity and honor he met the responsibility 
of our common cause. In obscurity and 
poverty he has borne for twenty years the 
reproach of our enemies and the obloquy 
of defeat. This movement finds its richest 
reward in the fact that we can light with 
sunshine the end of a path v hich has long 
been dark and dreary. Georgians, country- 
men, soldiers and sons of soldiers and 
brave women, the light and soul a).J crown 
of our civilization, rise up and give your 
hearts voice, as we tell Jefferson Davis 
that he is at home among his people.”’ 

That welcome was a pearl of oratory, 
and when the last sentences ran out from 
the lips of the eloquent speaker the crowd 
rose up like @ trained army at the cry of 
their captain. The tumult gathered like 
thunder and the shout of mingled voices 
was like the roar of ocean billows. But 
Instantly the noise grew quiet, and like the 
waves of lake Yenessaret that slept in si- 
lence when the storm was chastened, the 
voice of the “old man eloquent” swept 
over the crowd and their ears were imme 
diately couched into listening. 

The Old Man HReturas Home. 

But the day with its fever and excitement 
closed, although the sun seemed reluctant. 
to touch the horizon and to quiet the su- 
premacy of a day’so undisputed by clouds 
and so rich in its revelations. The night, 
however, with its return of stars drew up 
as the day expired and the moon, like 
® silver bow, displayed its cres- 
cent in the west. A lovelier night never 
followed the skirts of a fairer day, and men 
as they walked the streets in the gathering 
twilight remarked to each other, “was the

When the sun arose the following day 
there was a cloud in the east as Mr. Davis 
drew out from the carshed and wafted by 
the love and the sighs of his people went 
back to his home in Mississippi. ,

rushed out from the heart of the country 
to shower their roses about the feet of the 
old veteran and to emphasize the assurance 
of their lips that Mr. Davis was still the 
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of Peace. ‘ 
Are They Forgotten. 

Atlanta has not forgotten the sunny face 
of Henry Grady nor the wintry locks of 
Mr. Davis. 

When the old chieftain lay shrouded in 
New Orleans each state in the south dis- 
puted the right to treasure his dust, and 
even before his ashes were laid away in 
their tomb, they warred in 
unseemly strife over his body. It was only 
the affectionate show, however, that was 
made by those states to prove which one of 
them loved him best—for there was not a 
stat> in the south that would not gladly— 
nay, even fondly— have opened her bosom 
and given the old man a sepulchre in her 
heart. 

Scarcely three summers have now trailed 
their blosso over his tomb and gilded 
with their beautiful sunshine the marble 
sleep of the old hero, and yet the question 
is asked, implying a doubt, will the south 
build him a monument? 

It Will Be Erected. 

Build him a monument! That she will, 
and if love could be the architect and was 
as imperial as affectionate, it would rise 
to a sculpture of pure gold and would soar 
beyond the flight of the eagle. 

She will build it if her women have to 
immolate their jewels and her children 
trudge barefooted to school in the heart of 
midwinter. She will build it out of her own 
marble and she will employ her own build- 
ers, Not a man should touch it who does 
not approach it as he would an altar, and 
who does not build it with clean hands and 
with a spirit as pure as that which lurks 
in the kiss of a mother. 

Virginia Deserves It. 

There is no fitter soil upon which the 
monument could stand than the soil of old 
Virginia—bathed in the blood of every 
state and freighted with the dust of every 
village. There is no fitter atmosphere in 
which it could lift its head than the air of 
historic Richmond, sweetened by the ex- 
ultant hopes and saddened by the last des- 
pair of the old confederacy. Along the 
sweep of the Rappahannock and in the 
solitudes of the forest through which the 
autumn winds are today sighing, sleep the 
soldiers of every state, and among them are 
the martyred children of Georgia. 

No man, certainly no soldier nor the son 
of a soldier, should curb his liberality be- 
cause the monument will be erected in Vir- 
ginla. Virginia is entitled to the monument 
because she suffered the worst, and because, 
in addition to Lee and Jackson, she gave to 
the lost cause both its cradle and its se 
pulchre. 

A contribution that is even tainted by 
envy of Richmond should not be allowed 
to swell the fund that will represent the 
free gift of the southern people. 

There Is No Disloyalty. 2 

The question may be asked is there any 
disloyalty in such a movement? There is 
none expressed and equally there is none 
impliefi. It is only the record of, his life 
that his people desire to preserve and that 
inélndes every one of his battles in Mexico. 
It will be conceded that had he fallen then a 
nation would have mourned his loss and 
the flowers of every section would have 
mingled their fragrance over his grave, 
Did providence spare such a life for res-

If everybody who is able to work and to 
earn a livlihood will contribute a quarter 
towards the enterprise it will be more than 
enough to build it. 

The fame of Mr. Davis is the common 
property of his people, and the enterprise 
of building the monument should be 80 
directed that the poor as well as the rich 
should aid in the contribution. The deeds 
to the monument should not be given to a 
few trustees, hut to the whole people and 
the titles to the magnificent pile should 
be divided among the inhabitants of every 
town and village in the south. 

Subscriptions to the fund should be sent 
to Judge W. L. Calhoun, who is Georgia’s 
representative on the general committees and 
who is authorized to solicit and receipt for 
contributions. 1 

An Appeal to Georgians. 

Georgia is expected to contribute at least 
$50,000 tewards the enterprise.

“I called attention to this in a debate in

Mr. Fleming added: 

“The practical bearing is that if a long 
ticket with all the amendments set out 
thereon would, for any cause, be objectivn- 
able to any class of voters, or be deemed 
inadvisable amendments, may be left. off en- 
tirely without necessarily affecting the re- 
sult or endangering their ratification.” 

“Of course,” he says, “any voter. 
especially desires to cast his ballot for or 
against any amendment can select a proper 
ticket. Those who are indifferent on the 


subject can vote the short ticket without 


doing any harm in one way or the other,”

And 
when so many rifles are hid convenient for 
handing the same inquiry is repeated with 
emphasis. Such conduct will not be allowed 
to pass unchallenged by the peaceful and law- 
biding citizens of North Carolina. 

Our people may differ on political ques- 
tions, but the good citizens everywhere must 
feel an interest in promptly rebuking the pre- 
parations for armed violence we have indi- 
cated, General Weaver could live the bal- 
ance ot his days in North Oarolina in the ut- 
most safety, but no one can feel safe here 
long if the sentiment cultivated by the Pro- 
gressive Farmer and its cowardly and sneak- 
ing counterpart, the Special Informer, gains 
the ascendency. We challenge the cause for 
the disparaging reflection upon the law-abid- 
ing character of North Carolina.

Finally he encountered the man for 
whom he was looking and the name of 
that man was Patrick Burns. Patrick 


clever man and without distrusting his 
guardianship in the least, Michael McLane 
set out for Pennsylvania, leaving the chil- 
dren in the care of their new protector. 
He gave but little thought to his children 
after he left, except to think of them in 
a fond way as being properly cared for 
by Patrick Burns and his good wife. No 
suspicion entered his heart and no voice 
for a moment whispered into his ears, 
“Michael McLane, beware!“

Patrick was looking for, and failing to 
get his money, he was angry—perhaps not 
that bad—was sorely grieved and disap- 
pointed. , 

Finally the little boy Mike died. It was 
Sunday evening, and the stars peering out 
in the sky had just crowned a beautiful 
day. , 

Mike, a bright little fellow, and only a 
day or two before so full of fun and life, 
had gone up to meet his mother in the 
shadows of tne great white. throne. 

The death of the little child was so sud- 
den that an inquest was held. An examina- 
tion of the body revealed that the child had 
been terribly beaten and that stripes cov- 
ered his back from his neck to his feet. 

A verdict of murder at the hands of Pat- 
rick Burns was rendered by the jury after 
short deliberation.

CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY. 


Two of Carroll’s Most Prominent Citizens 
Made Defendants. 

Carrollton, aG., October 3.—(Special.)— 
The announcement this morning that war 
rants have been sworn out for the arrest of 
Colonel Felix N. Cobb, one of the leading 
lawyers of Carrollton, and Judge John 8. 
Cock, an old and highly respected justice 
of the peace who is now seventy years old, 
for conspiracy against the United States 
government, caused a big sensation. It is 
understood that the warrants were sworn 
out by direction of United States Marshal 
Steve R. Cochran. 

It seems that a certain affidavit is at the 
bottom of the whole business. Colonel 
Cobb has been representing a number of 
people before the United States court and 
John Terrell and A.J. Craven have been 
witnesses against certain clients of Colonel 
Cobb.

Patrolman Jeff Whitley was very indig-

It was a sad miscarriage of justice in 
view of all the facts in the case, the 
patrolman thought, yet he was unable to 
find the responsible parties at whom he 
might level his righteous wrath. The

rth history of Berry Vine’s misdoings 
makes a pretty red chapter in the police 
history of the city, although they cover 
but a single day. Berry Vine is a young 


man very well known about town and 


who has never been in any serious trouble 
before. He got into some trouble one 
hot day in July and attacked a street car 
conductor, a citizen and a patrolman all in 
one day. 

He was arrested and sent to jail, and at 
the meeting of the grand jury a few days 
later an indictment for assault with in- 
tent to murder was found. Not long 
after this an accusation was sworn out 
before Solicitor Thonias, of the criminal 
court of Atlanta, charging Berry Vine 
with stabbing, a much lighter offense in 
the eyes of the law. The trial of Vine 
under the first charge was set for Mon- 


day. By a happy trick of fate—for Vine 


—the case against him for stabbing was 
called in the criminal court presided over 
by Judge Westmoreland. Patrolman 
Whitley was not present at that trial as 
a witness, and Vine was let off With a 
nominal fine of $25 and costs. 

Patrolman Whitley came down town 
early yesterday morning to appear as a 
witness against Vine in the superior court 
case when he was told that the case had 
already been tried. Under the laws of 
Georgia a man cannot be held answerable 
to the courts for one charge twice; hence 
the patrolman’s anger. He says the case 
was a very bad one and that Vine should 
have been punished heavily. 

Where does the blame lie? That 
is the question he is trying to solve.
